Australia, he declared, will oppose: 
Freedom of the seas, if that means 
taking Britain's supremacy from her., 
any restriction on her right of making 
whatever economic arrangements she 
pleases.

She has won liberty on the fields of 
France and deserves recognition

“Australia lost nearly 60,000 killed 
and 260,000 wounded in the war. She 
spent a billion and a half dollars. She 
clothed her owu troops in uniforms 
of wool grown in hor own country. 
Her fighting record surpasses that of 
ane other nation. 
"Nos- Australia 
wants 
self-deter­ 
mination. This means she insists on 
a policy of a white Australia.’ We do 
not want 
promiscuous 
immigration. 
We are a white nation in a sea of 
blacks. 
We must 
have 
the 
New 
Guinea islands. They are full of pos­ 
sibilities for naval bases dnd U-boat 
nests lf they 
pass 
into unfriendly 
hands. 
“We believe we ought to have an 
indemnity. We helped beat Germany, 
who wilfully forced war, thereby sad­ 
dling U3, a country with only 5,000,000 
inhabitants, with a war debt which 
is a most frightful handicap to a new |

days of her independence she would 
have been unable to make headway. 
Germany ought to pay indemnities tot 
the utmost of her ability, Australia 
sharing in proportion to the part she 
took ba the war. 
“We believe in the league of na­ 
tions but we must not impair the na­ 
tions' right of free government and

“I don’t know precisely what free­ 
dom of the sea* means, hut Australia 
is surrounded by a coast line 12,000 
miles long—as long as the distance 
from Australia to England—and we 
are unable to protect this ourselves;

PARIS, Jan. 18.—The peace con­ 
ference convened for its official 
peace session at 3 p. rn. today. Del­ 
egates representing twenty-six na­ 
tions met in the famous “Clock 
Hall” of the Quai D’Orsai. Presi­ 
dent Poincare made the opening 
address. The peace delegates sat 
at a huge horseshoe-shaped table; 
their secretaries at small tables 
nearby. This being the first ses­ 
sion, it was open and the news­ 
paper correspondents were permit­ 
ted to be present. 
None of the 
tremendous issues of tile peace 
settlement were to be taken up. 
The sitting was to be devoted to 
the formalities attendant to the 
convening of the most important 
gathering at which President Wil­ 
son, leading the neace delegation 
of the United States, intended to 
put through his league of nations 
plan and other measures which he 
believes will end wars and make 
the world safe for civilization. 
Formation of a definite policy 
toward Russia, involving possible 
recognition of the Russian soviet 
government, indemnities to be col­ 
lected from Germany, final dispo­ 
sition of the German fleet, future 
of the German colonies, regulation 
of national boundaries, the de­ 
mand of Greece tor Constanti­ 
nople, the disposition of the Holy 
Land, Ireland’s demand for home 
rule under the principle of self- 
determination. adjustment of na­ 
tional 
boundaries 
along 
racial 
lines, freedom of the seas and re­ 
duction of armaments were among 
the important questions confront­ 
ing the peace makers as they as­ 
sembled. 
The delegates present represent­ 
ed all the nationals associated in 
the war on Germany and in addi­ 
tion Peru. Ecuador. Uruguay, and 
Bolivia, which severed diplomatic 
relations with Germany. The Cen­ 
tral Powers were not represented. 
"When the peace treaty has been 
drawn up the delegates represent­ 
ing the German government and 
its former allies will be asked in 
to sign. 
When tile conference starts reg­ 
ular proceedings the league of na­ 


tions will be the first issue taken 
up. 
This will be done at the in­ 
sistence of 
President 
Wilson.

The greatest victory for right-1

past. 
It seems strange when we 
think of it. that we permitted it to 
exist among us as long as we did. 
There has never been a good or 
constructive thing that %as come 
from the saloon and tho liquor 
traffic, and all the good that has 
been accomplished since its ex­ 
istence among us, has been done 


in spite of. and not by any assist­ 
ance from it. 
And now, true to its well known 
character, this traffic refuses to 
yield to better influences. 
It still defies the people to oust 
it, and by every trick it can com­ 
mand will try to put off the evil 
day as far as possible. The San 
Francisco court has gained a bad 
eminence among the enemies of 
righteousness and has shown the 
way for others to follow- and in en­ 
joining the Governor from signing 
the bill, has succeeded in only one 
thing, viz: to show up the unwill­ 
ingness of this traffic to be re­ 
proved by the public. 
Doom Is Certain. 
But such tactics can only annoy. 
They cannot possibly delay the 
day of doom. It is written in the 
hearts of the people that this 
thing must go, and go it will. The 
people have spoken and in the 
most 
commanding 
tones 
they 
know have told this slimy serpent 
of evil that it cannot longer re­ 
main in the haunts of civilization. 
Like German militarism this 
thing must go back to the pit from 
whence it came. 
Certainly no 
community will now let this devil­ 
ish traffic have foothold within its 
precincts. 
While there will be no special 
union meeting of the churches in 
Santa Ana to celebrate in a mass 
form the victory that has come, 
doubtless every church will in 
sotuo manner especially note this 
and give vent to its feelings. 
We have prayed too much, and 
worked too hard and spent too 
much money in the effort to rid 
the nation of rum not to rejoice 
now- that the battle is won. 
So 
let us alt, each in his own way, 
tell out our praise to God for the 
victory and lei us take up our belt 
a notch for the fight for world 
temperance which is the next step 
in the program. 


Reviewing-the reasons for each na- 
tion's entry into the war, he dealt es­ 
pecially on the course pursued by the 
United States and the events which 
led up to America declaring w ar on 
Germany. 
He hailed President Wilson in the 
name of France and of all countries 
represented in the conference, launded 
the American people and praised the 
Allied troops and the armies of the 
United States for finishing their task.

Appear Imminent From 
Meeting Last Night 


W ith Santa Ana insisting that there 
shall be a head to the legal proceed­ 
ings for the construction of a joint out­ 
fall sewer to the ocean by Orange, An­ 
aheim, Fullerton and Santa Ana, and 
the councils of Anaheim and Orange 
failing to ratify action of I he In tercity 
Sewer Committee in employing Attor­ 
ney Clyde Bishop of this city as such 
head, negotiations for the project are 
drifting info shallow w ater and may 
strike on sand at any time. 
Fullerton has approved the contract 
with Bishop. 
Anaheim and Orange 
are not opposed to Bishop personally, 
but the councils have taken the posi­ 
tion that such employment would be a 
step in the dark as nothing yet has 
been presented to show that the plan 
is feasible from an engineering stand­ 
point or that there is need of a spacial 
legal advisor. 
The two cities are 
agreed that Bishop should draft ana 
take charge of legislation necessary to 
carry" out the plans and tbev are will­ 
ing to stand their proportion of the 
cost of such work. 
At a called meeting of the Inter-City 
Sewer Committee held at Fullerton 
City Hall last night the situation was 
discussed a t som e length and resulted 
in Bishop making an offer, by request, 
to draft and carry through the legisla­ 
tion for the sum of $730, the contract 
to be cancelled if passage of tho bill 
fails. 
If it carries the $730 will be ap­ 
plied on the contract fee. 
Quarterly 
paym ents on the $3000 fee, as provid­ 
ed under the contract, will continue up 
lo the election and should one or more 
of the four cities fail to vote bonds for 
the project, the contract will be can­ 
celled.

School children 
all over Orange 
County»will soon begin planting veg­ 
etables, in accordance with the plan 
of the federal authorities to encourage 
gardening. 
This morning at 
the courthouse 
there was a meeting of the Orange 
County School Gardens Bureau with 
the principals of the schools of the 
county at which the plan to have every 
school in the county carry on home 
gardening this spring was explained. 
County School Superintendent Mitch­ 
ell, who irf chairm an of the gaadens 
committee, presided at the meeting. 
The purpose of encouraging home 
gardens is two-fold. 
First, foodstuffs 
will be produced; second, educational­ 
ly, the children will learn something 
about agriculture. 
It is proposed wherever possible 
that the parents shall rent to their 
child o r ' children a small piece of 
ground. 
W here a team is available, jt 
1s proposed to allow them to have half 
an acre or an acre, w hatever it ap­ 
pears lately that they can take care of. 
On th ir ground under the joint super­ 
vision of parents and teachers some­ 
thing is to be raised. 
The children 
should be given the right to sell their 
products and keep the money. 
It is 
suggested that w hatever is used on the 
home table be paid for, and that the 
boy or girl keep a careful record of re­ 
ceipts and expenditures. 
Principals are to take the plan up 
through the teachers, and children oi 
all schools are to be asked to join in 
the work. 
There will be many lim ita­ 
tions. of course, for some of the child­ 
ren will be able to get only a small 
bit of ground in a backyard, but alto­ 
gether it is believed that a lot of prac­ 
tical results can be obtained.

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THE PROPHECY OF ANTI­ 
CHRIST 


Of all the so-called prophecies of 
this war, none is so rem arkable as 
th a t attributed to the monk Johannes 
of 
W isrnar, Germany. 
An inquiry 
made by Frederick J. Haskins, head of 
a new spaper bureau in W ashington, 
has established the fact, Mr. Haskins 
says, that th e prophecy exists, w ritten 
on an old parchm ent which is pre­ 
served it* the town hall of Wismar, and 
which is said to date from the year 
1600. 
H ere are some quotations from 
a translation of the document: 
“The real A ntichrist will be one of 
the m onarchs of his time, a Lutheran 
Protestant. 
He will invoke God and 
give himself as His messenger and 
apostle, 
“This prince of lies will swear by 
the Bible. 
He will represent himself { 
as the arm of the .Most High, sent to 
chastise corrupt peoples. 
“He will have only one arm (Wil­ 
helm has a withered am u , but bis in­ 
num erable armies, who will take for 
their devices the words, ’God is with 
us.’ will resem ble the hosts of hell. 
“For a tim e he will act by craft and 
strategy. 
His spies will overrun the 
earth and he will be m aster of the sec-! 
rots of the mighty. 
He will h a v e ; 
learned men in his pay, who will main-] 
tain and undertake to prove his celcst- i 
jai mission. 
“A w ar will afford him the oppor-' 
tunity of throwing oft the mask. 
Not j 
only all Christians, but all Mussul-j 
mans, and even more distant peoples, j 
will be involved. 
Armies will gather 
from the four quarters of the e a rth .; 
For by the third week angels will have j® 
opened the minds of men, who will 
perceive that the man is A ntichrist, 
and that they will all become his 
slaves unless thev overthrow him. 
“A ntichrist will be recognized by 
various tokens. 
In special he will 
m assacre the priests, monks, the wom­ 
en, the children, the aged. 
He will 
show' no mercy, hut will pass torch in 
hand, like the barbarians, but invok­ 
ing Christ. 
“He will have an eagle in his arms, 
and there will also be an eagle in tile 
arm s of his confederate. 
In order to 
conquer Antichrist it will be n e c e ssa ry 
to kill more men than Rome ever con­ 
tained. 
it will need the energies of 
all the kingdoms because the Cock 
(France), th e Leopard (England) and 
the W hile Eagle (Russia) will not be 
able to make an end of the Black Eagle 
(Germany) 
without the aid of the clothing, 
prayers and the vows of the whole 
human race. 
“Antichrist will sue for 
manv 
times, but the end will not come until 
Antichrist shall be crushed like the 
straw on the threshing floor. 
The 
three animals will not be perm itted to 
lease fighting as long as Antichrist 
has soldiers.” 
Here are many rem arkable fore­ 
shadowings of fact, to say the least. 
There are other touches not so accur­ 
ate. such as the statem ent that these 
things will come to pass "toward the 
year 2,000,” and the hints that France 
will invade Germany to save Russia, 
and fight a great battle there, and that 
Russia will drive the Turks from Eu­ 
rope and take Constantinople. 
The 
participation of Italy and America, too 
—nations not in existence in 1600—is 
overlooked. 
But these are details. It 
the document is really authentic, it 
m ust be adm itted that there is far 


KEEPING IT RECLAIMED 
A great deal of attention ie being 
given just now to tend reclamation; 
w ith the idea of making available for 
returning soldiers soil previously un­ 
cultivated. 
This work calls for big 
drainage, irrigation and tim ber-cutting 
projects, which in turn will, of course, 
furnish employment to soldier or other 
labor.

In 
the meanwhile the farm-help 
shortage continues serious, and it is 
rumored in some quarters that many 
of the soldiers are not particularly in 
terested in the reclaimed lands. 
An 
im portant phase of the land problem 
then is to make farm life attractive, to 
make farm wages high enough to inter­ 
est laborers, and to keep the land re­ 
claimed. 
According to authorities in New 
England, Connecticut has 800,000 acres 
of agricultural land which has revert­ 
ed to a wild state in the past 50 or 60 
years. 
New Ham pshire and Vermont 
have about 2,000 idle farms apiece. 
Similar conditions could probably be 
found in any of the older farming sec­ 
tions of the country. 
Such farm s needed everything from 
human labor, machinery and fertilizers 
to good roads leading to paying m ar­ 
kets, good schools and social centers. 
The generous application 
of these 
things with common sense and scien­ 
tific skill would put those abandoned 
acres back on the agricultural map as J 
thriving, up-to-date farms. 
✓ 
If the soldiers are expected to be­ 
come interested in farming, if the 
present labor is supposed to stay on 
the farms, then foresight and judg­ 
ment m ust be exercised by individuals, 
by local communities, by state and fed­ 
eral authorities to make successful 
farm ing possible and farm life worth 
living.

Fishing Fields Jeopardized 
By Attitude of the Cannery 
. And Other Big Fish Interests 


Rumors that the Federal Migratory 
Bird Regulations had been declared 
unconstitutional, are set at rest by an 
authoritative memorandum from Chief 
E. W. Nelson of the Biological Survey, 
received yesterday by the Fish and 
Game Commission, whose Deputies are 
being charged with enforcement of the 
United States relictio n s simultane­ 
ously with the California law, which 
• \ with few exceptions, overlaps. The 
Federal law remains the supreme law 
of the land in control of migratory 
birds. 
It is probable the .Legislature will 
enact a State law which entirely har­ 
monizes with the Federal Regulations 
this winter, such bping the recom­ 
mendation of the Fish and Game Com­ 
mission. At present, excepting these 
few instances, the fleld-patrol deputies 
in their regular course are automatic­ 
ally enforcing the Federal law in en­ 
forcing those of the State. 
These bright, moonlit nights are get­ 
ting a few duck-hunters into trouble 
again. Once, taking advantage of the 
nocturnal feeding habits of ducks was 
all in the hunter’s “day’s work;” but 
it is now prohibited under heavy pen­ 
alties, aa three Santa Marians found in 
Green Canyon, Santa Barbara County 
when Deputy Henry Abels, after “lay­ 
ing for ’em” three nights, succeeded in 
bagging a man each j^ight, each of 
whom paid $25 fine. 
Duck-shooting at present is exper­ 
iencing the worst combination of ad­ 
verse conditions imaginable in form of 
bright nights, still, balmy days and the 
end of the season. Limit bags, there­ 
fore, even on the best clubs, were ex­ 
ceptional rather than the rule. How­ 
ever, the Southern California club- 
shooter is privileged 
to enjoy the 
steadiest, 
most 
consistently 
good 
shooting of any, and has no “klck-a- 
coming” if an occasional bad day, the 
rule elsewhere, comes to him. 
The 
wonder is that there is any shooting at 
all in mid-January at the full moon, 
when a "mess” should be accepted as 
a “fine shoot.” 
The “Bluewing bunch” dug out 
their limits again Wednesday by dint; 
of staying with ’em. which was no I 
task tn the fine weather prevailing.

knew more than some of the legisla­ 
tors who were trying to be interested 
in the measures.

For him, physical training, no 
matter in what sport gained, was 
a creed. 
As he one time said to Physical 
Trainer Jack Cooper: “If it were 
in my power, I would make a new' 
commandment. 
That command­ 
ment, like those of old, would bo 
for 
the good 
of every person. 
young or old, weak or strong, sick 
or well, rich or poor, and it would 
read: 
“ Thou and thy childre^and thy 
children's children shalt frequent­ 
ly and regularly practice some ap­ 
proved form of physical training; 
not for thine own good alone, but 
for the good of thy offspring, aye, 
for the nation, the state, and so­ 
ciety, for all humanity. 
Selah!’ ” 
Roosevelt was essentially an

Since making some simple sugges­ 
tions a few weeks ago for helping the 
motorist whose car has been stuck 
in the mud, tho United States Tire 
Company has received front different 
parts of the country additional sug­ 
gestions as to what to do when a car 
is solidly anchored in the mud. 
From a motorist who lives in a sec­ 
tion where mud roads are common 
comes a suggestion which its author 
guarantees as the best remedy for such 
a situation short of a pair of husky 
mules. 
He states that he has tried 
the method on numerous occasions 
and that it has never felted to work. 
He says: 
“I always have stored away some­ 
where in my car a stack of old news­ 
papers. They don’t take up so much 
room but that I can always find 
a 
place for them. When I strike a mud- 
hole, 
and the wheels begin to fly 
around 
in 
that 
exasperating 
way 
which tells me that I am firmly and 
definitely stuck, I get out my bundle 
of papers. 
"Taking a newspaper, I fold it* in 
half horizontally across the page and 
proceed to the task of working the 
paper betweed the tire and the mud. 
This is a simple matter and is accomp­ 
lished by feeding in the paper while 
the wheels are being revolved. I feed 
the paper in lengthwise. Usually only 
a few will have been Worked in when 
the tires will begin to grip and the 
car start forward. If a few won’t do 
the work, keep oh 
feeding 
in 
the 
papers until good traction ie gained. 
This method af handling a difficult 
situation is so simple and so uniform­ 
ly 
successful 
that revery 
motorist 
should know of lf. lf he is not equip­ 
ped with some other apparatus for 
such a contingency he should always 
have a little pile of newspapers stored 
away in some empty place In tits car. 
"In many localities it might be pos­ 
sible for an automobilist to secure old 
newspapers from neighboring houses, 
but when the mishap occurs in some 
lonely spot lucky is the man who has 
some 
old 
newspapers 
in 
his ma­ 
chine.’’

A Lot of Useful Years For the

Gavvy Cravath la not through 
with baseball by some years yet.

A couple of years ago there was 
talk that Gavvy might be manager of 
a coast leugue ball team. 
That talk 
did not materialize into action, and 
Gavvy kept on with the Phillies. 
He lies been spending the winter at 
Laguna Beach, where his family re­ 
sides. 
Nobody could hire him to re­ 
main more than a season away from 
Laguna 
Beach. 
When 
the 
season 
closes. Gavvy always catches the first 
train headed west. 
Heard It Before 
It is an old story, this talk about 
Gavvy being traded off by Philadel­ 
phia. 
Each year it has some varying 
angles. This year the story that went 
out was that Cravath had been sold to 
Minneapolis. 
Then came a statement from W. B. 
Baker, president of the Philadelphia 
club. saving that there wasn't a word 
of truth in it. 
Cravath was in town a few days ago, 
and while here he said that he was 
with the Phillies, so far as he knew*, 
and he expects to return to that club 
as usual this year. Somebody got word 
here that Cravath had letters from the 
philly managers telling him that he 
was good for a couple or three years 
more with the Phillies, and that he 
might be used as a scout. 
A man doesn’t have to be a baseball 
player to be a scout, but he has got 
to know baseball. He has got to have 
true honest-to-goodness baseball horse 
sense. He has got to know the differ­ 
ence between a brilliant-at-times four- 
lusher and the boy who will keep on 
delivering the goods when he gets into 
a bunch where there is speed and the 
bushes take the hindmost. 
Gavvy has seen hundreds of them 
tried out. 
He has watched many a 
youngster come and go, and he has 
seen some of them stay. Those who 
know anything about the inside work­ 
ings of the Philadelphia club will tell 
vou that for years Gavvy’s opinions 
have been consulted about the interior 
problems of the team. His employers 
long since imbibed a deep draught of 
respect for the slugger’s idea concern­ 
ing players. They found a long time 
ago that Gavvy was not a man who 
shot off his face just to hear hlmst f 
talk. 
What He Says Counts 
In the Rossmore barber shop the 
other day, Bill Strassberger said that 
one of the best bits of advice he ever 
heard propounded was contained In 
words that ran about like this: 
"A wise old owl lived in an oak; 
The older he got. the less he spoke; 
The less he spoke, the more he 
heard; 
My heavens, boy, imitate that bird.” 
Gavvy did a lot of that kind of busi­ 
ness in baseball. They found out that 
when Gaw y said something about a 
player, It was a conclusion based upon 
observations, ealeulations and a few 
other such things. He could pick out 
a fatal defect, and he had the natural 
sab® of human baseball and human 
baseball plyers to size up a man, to 
know whether defects could be rem- 
to make a man see his own 
and to help him remedy them. 
He is to be a scout, if he wants to 
be. Take that for granted. It may not 
be this year or it may not be next 
year. 
It Is a safe bet that Gavvy is not 
through with baseball. 
He may be­ 
come a club manager. That 
always 
a possibility, but just now the pros­ 
pect is that for a time he will be re­ 
tained in the employ of the Phillies 
and will be sent forth by that club to 
nick out likely youngsters.

There are embryo W alter Johnsons 
and Christy Mathewsons and 
Ty 
Cobbs and heavy-hitting Gavvy Cra­ 
v a ts playing in the sagebrush. 
Some of then\ 
never be discov­ 
ered. 
Some are going to be found. 
Many a ball player 
never 
got 
his 
chance because some scout wasn’t as 
wise as he looked. 
Joe Burke and Vie W alker can tell 
you how the manager of the Los An­ 
geles club passed up W alter Johnson, 
leaving him to be discovered a year 
or two later out in Wiesser, Idaho, by 
a Washington scout. 
Scouting is a great game. The base­ 
ball club that can pick its scouts with 
discretion, makes its future. Philadel- 
nhia has an eye to its future, and 
Gavvy’s friends hereabouts are of the 
opinion that it is making no mistake 
'n talking scout duty to Gavvy, though 
they arc going to miss him ic the line­ 
up. 
It won’t seem quite right to pick 
up the morning paper, look down the 
line to the Philadelphia Nationals and 
find some other name than Cravath 
where Cravath’s name has been for 
lo these years. 
However, present prospects are that 
the coming season Cravath will be in 
the game as player. 
He is looking 
well. 
He has some extra flesh. 
He 
haa his good old batting eye, and he 
will doubtless givt his usual good ac­ 
count of himself.
